No. 1125 P.—Notification.—Simla, the 19th April 1875.— Political.— Proclamation, 


"To ALL WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: 

His Iighness Mulhar Rao, Gaekwar, was suspended from the exercixe 
of power, end tho administration of the Baroda State was temporarily assumed by the 
British Government. in order that a public inquiry might be made into the truth of the 
imputation that His Highness had instigated an attempt to poison Colonel _R. Phayre, 
c. 8,, the Inte Representative of the British Government at tho Court of Baroda, and 
very opportunity should be given to His Highness of freeing himvelf from the 
xuid imputation. 

‘Whe proceedings of the Commission having been brought to a close, Her 
Majesty’s Government have taken into consideration the question whether His 
Highness Mulhar Rao, Gackwar, shail be restored to the exercise of sovereign power 
in the State of Baroda. 

The Commissioners being divided in opinion, Her Majesty's Government have 
not based their decision on the inquiry or report of the Commission, nor have they 
assumed that the result of the inquiry has heen to prove the truth of the imputations 
against His Highness. 

Having regard, howevor, to all the circumstances relating to the affuirs of Baroda 
from the accession of His Higoness Mulhar Rao, Gackwar, to the present time, his 
notorious misconduct, his gross misgovernment of the State, end his ovident incapa- 
ity to carry into effect the necessary. reforms; having also considered the opinion of 
the Government of India that it would be detrimental to the interests of the people 
of Baroda und inconsistent with the maintenance of the relations which ought. to 
vabsist between the British Governmont and the Buroda State that His Highness 
should be restored to power, Her Mujesty’s Government have decided that His Hizhness 
Mulhar Rao, Gackwar, shall be deposed from the Sovereignty of Baroda, and that he 
und his issue shall be hereafter precluded from all rights, bonors, and pnivileges 
thoreto appertaining. 

Accordingly His Excellency the Viceroy and Govervo.-General in Council hereby 
declares that Lis Highness Muthar Rao, Gackwar, is deposed from the Sovereignty 
of the Baroda Stata, and that he and his issue are precluded from all rights, honors, 
and privileges thereto appertaining. 

Mulhar Rao will be permitted to select somo place in British India, which may be 
approved by the Government of India, where he und his family shall’ reside with « 
suitable, establishment and allowances to bo provided from the revenucs of the Baroda, 
State. 

‘Hes most Gracious Maststy Tax Queen, in re-establishing a Native Adminis- 
tration in the Baroda State, being desirous to mark her sonse ot the loyal services of 
His Highness Kbundea Rao, Guekwar, in 1857, has been pleased to accede to the 
request of his widow, Her Highness Jurmnabace, that she may be allowed to adopt 
some member of the Gackwar House whom the Government of’ India may select 2s 
the most suitable person upon whom to copfer the Sovereignty of the Baroda State, 

anecessary steps will accordingly be immediately taken to carry into effect 
Hae eee penaih Jn the menztine; with the count of His« Highness the 
Mahermja of Indore, Sir Madava Rao, x. c. % 1, will st once proceed to Barods, and 
conduct the administration of the State as Prime Minister, under instructions which 
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he will receive from the Governor-General’s Agent and Spocial Commissioner at 
Baroda. 


In conferring the Sovereignty of the Baroda State, no alteration will be made 
in the treaty engagements which oxist between the British Government and the 
Gaekwars of Baroda, and the new Gackwar will enjoy all the privileges and advan- 
tages which were conveyed to the Gackwar of Baroda in the Suonud of Earl Canning, 
dated the 11th of March 1862.

The entire length of thie road 1s 4 miles ; but of the metalling of the 2 miles, 
for which provision was made in the last year's budget, one only has been completed during 
theycar,—the other mile could not be undertaken owing to the delay which occurred in acquiring 
the land. The circumstances which induced the committce to take this work up were the 
fact that a local resident, Baboo Modhoo Sooden Banurjee, offered to contribute Rs. ¥,000 
towards the metalling of this road, and also that it is an important feeder from’ the 
Belghona station on the Eastern Bengal Railway to some large and populous villages in the 
neighbourhood. ‘The remaining mile has beeu budgeted for im the present year’s estimate, 
and will be completed as soon as possible. The work has been well done under the personal 
supervision of the Executive Engineer. 

12. The committce next undertook the construction of four kutcha roads, as noted in 

ate the margm. The two first are situated in the Dimond 
weet Sonne Harbour, the third m the Sudder, and fourth in the Shat- 
votopors ta Whangore,6 set. Khira subdivisions. ‘These roads were not included in the 
ian budget estimate of the last year, but were undertaken in 
the middle of the year, in order to fint employment for persons of the day-labourer class, and 
those whose crops had in the previous year been almost a total failure. In determining to 
take these works in hand, the committee acted in the spint of paragraph 6, clause (4) of 
Government Kehef Ciroular No. 80, dated 17th November 1873, and funds were provided by 
the transfer of allotments to original works estimated for in the budget. The worke were 
executed under the supervision of both the sub-divisionsl officers and Executive Engineer, 
‘and entirely without assistance from provincial or imperial funds. I may add thet the first 
three roads have been completed, but the Inst road, Issurcepore, hae been ouly partially done, 
and has stall about 6 miles to complete it. ‘Those works afforded great relief to the dutrenved 
people of the above quarters,

I should 
like to sce the whole control of the purely local roads made over to these committees, Jeaving 
in the hands of the district commitice merely those hues of road which aifeet more than one 
sub-division, or which communicate with other diutricts, 1 also think that a sub-commutice 
should be estabhsbed iu the Sudder sub-division as in the others.

23. This year the district committce was exceciingly unwilling $o renew the cess at 
the maximum rate, and thes measure was carried only by my casting vote ‘The roads of this 
ict aro so extentive aud costly, that I thik at extremely unhikely that even with the 
maxirura rate the committoo will ever be able to kecp them up in good orter without 
assistance. ‘The District Commttce 1s of opimon that asa considerable part of the expeu-

8. The District Commnttee met once in the middle and twice towards the end of the 
year, the latter meeting being principally to consider and pass the estimates of the current 
Year (1874-70) The advice of the members hay been valuable ; ht ax many of them live m 
the interior, at a greut distance from the district head-quarters, difficulty has been experienced 
in forminz ‘the quorum nocessary for the transection of business under Scction 58 of the 
Rond Cess Act, espceilly at the chief meeting of the year*in the month of August, when 
indigo manufacture requires the coustant attention of the planters. To remove thi 
inconvemence, | recommended, in my letter No. 272R, dated 6th October 1874, several 
additioval gentlemen for appointment as members of the district committee, and my 
recommendation has since been sanctioned under the orders of Government, No. 1611, 
dated 7th November 1874, communicated with your No. 33MR of the 2Jet idem. 


4, As rogards the branch committee of Khoolnah, the Deputy Magistrate hang 
experienced similar difficulty, has also nomnated certamn gentlemen whom I will recommend 
for appointment on the branch committee, 


5. All the branch committees have been of very great use, and have rendered great 
asmstance; giving valuable opimons as to the local wants to bo undertaken, and «till more 
valuable assistance in supervinng the execution of the less iuportant works,

‘The collections were fully as satistactory for a first your ss they 
could well be expected to be, markedly so in Jessore, where there was no distress during the 

ear, and where, therefore, the more stringent prosimons of the law for default ld freer play 
ranch Road Cers Committees were appointed during the year in all three dhstrirts, and. al 
that was needed to place the operation of the Act on a sound and efficient tootiug wae 
done, . 

4, The Magistrate of the 24-Perguntushs observes that, as a rule, the members of his 
committee did not evince :ouch interest in their work, which 18 unsatisfactory. The Magis- 
trate of Nuddea says nothing on the point, but I have reason to know thatthe has not the 
same ground of complaint. That the Magistrate of Jewsore has the co-operation of bis 
committee as far as is practicable, is apparent from what he says on the point iu paragraph 3 
of his report, though there 1s a difficalty in getting them to come in for meetings, as some of 
the membere live in distant parts of the district.

9. Referrmg to the sketch given of the operations taken and to be taken in hand in 
the curreut yeur, I thuk the amount proposed to he speut on village roads bear a rather 
smull proportion to the proposed aggregate expenditure on road works : it is amgller even 
than the allotment of the past year ‘The advisabihty of devoting a larger sum under this 
head vill be pomted out to the Uhatzman, as such expenditure will go some way to reconcile 
the village population to the cess as one which is for their immediate good. - 











10, Mr. Pescock’s remarks regarding the services rendered by the road cess deputy 
collector, Bubuo Rahal Dass Mookerjec. aud the Executive Engineer, Baboo Radlik« Prosaud 
Mookeryce, severally have my concurrence, The Inst-named officer has. in my option, made 
Iumself undoubtealy wost nseful on conducting the roud operations of the disteict, 


11 _ Iu Nuddca the total recerpte for the year amounted to Rs, 1,82,454, including the 
Government grant of Rs. 51,000 ; and the total expenditure to Re. 1,67,260, or Rs. 35,05 
more than the receipts; this latter eum, ax already explamed (rie this office No. 21PR, 
dated Git December last}, having beea overdrawa from the treasury and speut for the

12. The large sum of Re 50,801 was spent on original works, a great portion under- 
taken for relieving distress, A ull larger umount, Rs. 96,974, was speut on repairs, In 
ot a single case in which the cust of the work exceeded Rs. 2,500 does reference appear to have 
been made for approval of the estimate wader paragraph 11 of the rules above quoted, owing 
apparently to overnght, ‘The expenditure on improvement of village roads amounted 1m all 
to Hs, 13,S00,—not a very large sum perhaps ; but it is satisfactory to note, with reference to 
paragraph 24 of the district report, that the Chairman of the committee has a just scuse of the 
importance of spending a fait amount im this direction, ‘The fact of wllage commuuines 
ooming forward to supplement the grants for village roads with sume subscribed by them 
wea, shews that the grant is money well spent. 














18, The expenditure on establishments in Nuddea amounted im all to Ne, 14,458, or 
over 21 per ceut, on the aggregate cess collections, Re. 67,147. 


4. As already stated m paragraph 1 ahove, the required information for the purposes 
‘of thie report a8 to the road operatious to be undertaken in the currrent year remains yet to 
be received from Nuddes hen received, st will be submitted. 


15, Mr. Stevens? romarks about the need for placing the entire control of purely local 
ronds in the hands of the Brauch Committees, aud leaving the general supervision only to the 
District Committee, seem to me to the point, and I should like to be authorized to draw the 
line between the duties, or rather the particular works to be considered by the Branch and 
District Committees reepectively, wittout at all curtailing the functions of che latter as laid 
down by the law. Part of such an arrangement would of courses be s Branch Committoe at 
the head-quarters of the district for the sudder sub-division. 


16, All that Mr. Stovens says in his paragraphs 25 and 26 about the Distriot Com. 
maittees not being allowed to make their own strangements for establisbmeute required for 
exeoution of works, has alrosdy been represented by mo'ax regerds the entire division in 
separate correspondence, and again lately at a ‘personal interviow whth the Lientenaot. 
Governor. ‘The concession was once made st my recommendation, but the carrying out of 
the arrangements was subsequently susponded, There can be no doubt that ih the Presi- 
dency Division the Road Cess Committee's road work is sufficient to take up the entire time 
of an Engineer in euch district, and the working of the present system ia most unsatisfactory. 
Practioully, neither the Superintending Enginesr nor the Magistrate can have the vervines of 
the xingle Exeoutive Engineer st the time they are partioularly required j while the 
Af ever sowilling, cannot give axtafaction to either, anf if indolent, om play off ote ayainet 
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12. Regarding the supervisor, Bsboo Dwarkanath Sircar, in charge of local works 
in Nuddea (vide paragreph 28 of the district report), I folly endorse the opinion renorded of 
him by Mr, Stevens. a 

18, In Jessore the entire amount available for rosd operations during the year was 
Bs. 1,82,425, imclnding grantein-sid from the Provincial Reserve Fund} aggregatit 
Hs. 24,401, ‘The total expenditure on establishments was Rs, 1,785, or nearly 4 per cent. on 
the total cess collections (Re. 98,866), which is sufficiently small cousidering the amount of 
‘valustion ond other work which had fo be gone through. Rs. 19,172 were spent on original 
Works and Ba. 62210 on repairs, ‘Tho expenditure on works would doultls have bean 
fa great deal larger but for s considerable sum, Re. 87,591, having gone towards adjustment 
of 2 beary deficit balance of the previous year. 

19. ‘The Chairman gives full details of the principal works undertaken during the year. 
In this district, it will be observed, larger suma (Rs, 3,000 for each sub-division) by far than 
in the other districts were placed at the disposal of the enb-divisionsl committees for 
construction and repair of village roeds, Mr. Smith, in his paragraph 26, hows that he 

ippreciates the importance of attending to thie point, and that the reault of doing so has been 
sncoeeaful, ax it has reconciled the people to the cess. 

20, Ina supplementary report No. 22B, dated 14th January, and submitted herewith 

io original, Mr. Smith gives his programme of the works to be undertaken in the current 

This provides for a stilllarger sum, Re. £2,000, than that speut last year being laid 
out on village roads, which is satisfactory. . 

21. In paragraph 6 of the supplementary report, the Chairman gives his opinion 
of the District Executive Engineer, Mr. Paterson, an opinion from which I see no reason to 
differ. 

22, On the whole, I think the District Road Funds may be said to have been satisfac 
torily sdmipistered during the year, and the one thing wavting seems to me to be to allow 
the District Committees to make therr own arrangements aa regards establishment. In para 

16 of this report, 1 have only alluded to the practical meonvenience of the existing 
fyetem; but I would ere submit tha therein very litloute in appointing District Committe 
and aking them to supervieo and decide on road operations if they are not allowed to select, 
their own working agents, but forced to employ and pay part of the salaries of « Government 
officer and his establishment, who, when they are wanted tg work for the committee, can 

i else for Government. It seems to me that this little bit 
of self-goverament is very nominal indeed when the self-governing body is not allowed fall 
discretion in such a matter, especially ax they do not object to any amount of inspection and 
supervision on the part of Government officers in the case of important works.
